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Matter at Post 
Airport Fires Spur 
Prevention Efforts

N the issue of the Army and Navy 

Journal of Jan. 25, 1930, it was my 
privilege to invite attention to the 
necessity for a careful study of fire pre- 
vention methods in the Army, particu- 
larly with reference to the adoption of 
some system that will insure adequate 


fire protection for the valuable equip- 
ment at Air Corps stations. This need 
has just been impressed upon me more 
than ever by the fires that have oc- 
curred at air fields since that article, 
especially the one at Hadley Field, N. 
J., that destroyed several of the mail 
planes of the company operating the 
New York to Atlanta air mail line, as 
well as the hangars, and the one sev- 
eral days ago at Bolling Field. Within 
the past year disastrous fires have oc- 
curred, one where 13 ships in a hangar 
burned to total destruction without even 
scorching the interior woodwork, so 
rapid was the spread of the fire 
throughout the interior structures. I 
have a case in mind where a ship hav- 
ing the finishing touches put on prior 
to ceremonial christening, suddenly 
flashed into fire and burned to total 
destruction before the eyes of the 
workmen who had no means of coping 
with so large and so sudden a fire. 
At Bolling Field, fortunately no planes 
were destroyed in this last fire. How- 
ever, the cause of the fire is little 
understood and in no case, it is fair 
to assume, is the fire cause any too 
well understood throughout the entire 
experience of the Army, the Navy or 
the commercial industry. All that is 
known is that fire comes quickly, and 
when it does come it is most often 
without warning and works tremendous 
property damage. We must be pre- 
pared for such fires. We know they 
will occur and we must develop some 
scheme that will cope with them. I 
am advised that every effort is made 
to provide fire protection and that in 
addition to the usual methods small 
fire extingushing apparatus is kept at 
hand. Yet even though such equip- 
ment may be well designed, it is in- 
sufficient in size to be of any great 
effect except in small fires. The prob- 
lem is mainly one of size of extinguish- 
ing apparatus and I am told that it is 
only recently that fire protection de- 
velopment has made available appa- 
ratus of an adequate capacity which 
can be quickly put into effective opera- 
tion. Fire protection experts are at 
work on the problem, conferences are 
being held, and it seems to be the 
Opinion of most engineers and opera- 
tors that applying water to such fires 
will not solve the problem. One of the 
chief difficulties lies in the large quan- 
tities of gasoline. I understand experi- 
mentation is going on for the develop- 
ment of gasoline tanks that will offer 
Security against this hazard. In ad- 
dition are the oils, as well as the frail 
character of the construction of the 
Planes themselves. The force of water 
destroys the delicate structure, the 
burning oil floats on the water and in 
Consequence the fire is spread more 
rapidly by water. Of course, water is 
the oldest medium used for fire control 
and it has been decided wise to make 
tests which are now in progress to de- 
termine whether it may be effective in 
Some measure on certain classes of 
angar construction and plane  con- 
struction. However, in my opinion, it 
will be necessary to develop some form 
os chemical system. The need is for 
arge quantities of quick availability, 
and just as soon as some method is dis-

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Japan Seen As Victor 
In Naval Conference

APAN will emerge victor from the 

London conference. 

Consummation of a three-power pact, 
which now appears assured, under the 
provisions accepted as officially accu- 
rate, will place the island empire in a 
much stronger position as a naval 
power, with a navy immeasurably su- 
perior to the fleet she mustered as a 
result of the Washington Treaty. 

Occupying a strategic position from 
the start, the Japanese delegation 
“stood by” while the negotiations were 
going on, standing firmly on their de- 
mand for a higher ratio in auxiliary 
ships and in the end were in a position 
to accept a compromise, net result of 
which will be to insure them immunity 
from attack, and even opens up the 
possibilities of sufficient offensive 
strength to permit of future aggres- 
sive action. 

Unless unforeseen obstacles arise the 
opinion prevails that the agreement 
will be reached and the conference ad- 
journ within ten days or two weeks. 
Rear Adms. Moffett, Pringle and Yar- 
nell are scheduled to sail for hom®é on 
the 15th, and current reports indicate 
that the delegates may still complete 
their work in time to leave London on 
April 22. 

On the basis of settlement outlined 
“parity” with Great Britain will be 
carried out in principle and the ratio 
of Japan will be materially increased, 
particularly in auxiliaries with 100 per 
cent in submarines and 70 per cent in 
6-inch gun cruisers. Unless complica- 
tions develop over the concessions in 
replacements made to Japan, well-in- 
formed opinion holds that ratification 
of the agreement by the Senate will 
be forthcoming, though considerable 
criticism of the failure to secure real 
reduction and to get final results that 
included all five powers will be voiced. 

Disapproval of the abandonment of 
the demand for a lower tonnage figure 
in cruisers made at Geneva will be 
heard and opposition will be expressed 
over the acceptance of the British 
terms whereby the U. S. gets eighteen 
instead of twenty-one 10,000-ton, 8-inch 
cruisers. The optional clause whereby 
transfer of cruiser tonnage on a basis 
of 30,000 tons of 8-inch cruisers equal- 
ing 45,000 tons in 6-inch gun ships is 
expected to mollify the big cruiser ad- 
vocates and insure ratification. 

It is inevitable that claims of great 
savings will be advanced on the one 
hand and on the other charges that

Army Submits List 
Of Vital Legislation 





HE House Committee on Military 

Affairs met on Tuesday of this 
week to discuss the program of the 
Committee in anticipation of the call 
of the Committee on Calendar Wednes- 
day. As stated in the Army and Navy 
Journal last week this course was de- 
cided upon following the visit of Mr. 
Ransley, the acting chairman and Mr. 
McSwain with Mr. James at Walter 
Reed Hospital. 

Gen. C. P. Summerall, Chief of Staff, 
was present to invite the attention of 
the committee to a priority list of the 
bills in which he War Department is 
more particularly interested as affect- 
ing the work of the department. Gen. 
Summerall stated there are 32 bills 
introduced at the request of the De- 
partment, and six others introduced 
by members of Congress in which the 
Department is much interested and on 
which early action is urged. Three of 
the measures listed have already been 
favorably reported. Those bills af- 
fecting construction are classed as of 
first importance. Gen. Summerall 
pointed out, however, that while the 
bill introduced by Mr. James known as 
the general housing bill, is placed first 
on the list the Department does not ask 
action on this measure without the ap-

N. Y. Chamber Endorses Pay Program 





HE Chamber of Commerce of the 
State of New York, representing 
the outstanding business men in the 
metropolis, has gone on record unan- 
imously in a declaration that “service 
pay is inadequate and unfair to the 
men in the services” and that recom- 
mendations of the Interdepartmental 
Pay Board “present a sound basis upon 
which the Congress may formulate leg- 
islation.” 

Added to the huge number of busi- 
ness organizations from coast to coast 
which already have endorsed the pay 
movement this action shows beyond 
any doubt that the country is whole- 
heartily in favor of granting the re- 
quests of the services. 

The New York State Chamber is the 
oldest one in this country. Its presi- 
dent is Mr. Leonor F. Loree and the 
following are vice presidents: Messrs.

The pay question was first studied 
thoroughly by the executive committee 
of the chamber which drew up a com- 
plete report embodying an _ explana- 
tion of the principles and schedules 
advocated by the Interdepartmental 
Pay Board and concludeé with its own 
recommendations. This report was 
then printed in a six-page folder and 
mailed to the thousands of members 
of the chamber five days before a meet- 
ing of the full chamber. At the meet- 
ing copies were again distributed to 
all those attending so that ample op- 
portunity was given for full consid- 
eration and discussion.

Joint Pay Committee 
Meets; Action Delayed 





LANS to hold another meeting 
within a few days and to institute 
hearings possibly as early as within 
the next two weeks were made at a 
meeting of the Joint Congressional 
Committee on service pay Tuesday. 
The meeting had been called with 
a view to mapping out a definite line 
of procedure but soon found itself, it 
is understood, enveloped in the mass 
of technical details surrounding the 
pay problem and engaged in a discus- 
sion of various phases of the situation. 
Although the meeting was opened at 
9:30 a. m.—an unusually early hour 
for congressional committee meetings 
—and lasted until approximately 11:45 
a. m., when it was necessary to ad- 
journ because of the 12 o’clock open- 
ing of Congress, it is understood that 
no definite line of procedure was de- 
cided upon. 


Five Attend 

Only five of the ten members at- 
tended the meeting. They were Sen- 
ator Jones, chairman: Representative 
French, vice chairman; and Repre- 
sentatives Crosser of Ohio, Oliver of 
Alabama, and Balfour of California. 
_ Senator Jones apparently is adher- 
ing to his previously announced in- 
tention of going “easy” until the re- 
turn from London of Senator Reed, 
chairman of the Senate Military com- 
mittee. The House members, and par- 
ticularly Mr. French, seem eager to 
proceed with the task alloted them, 
but nevertheless willing enough to de- 
fer final judgment until Mr. Reed will 
be able to participate. 


Hearings Later 


The plan which seems to have the 
most support among the members is 
that of requiring each committee mem- 
ber to study thoroughly the bound 
volume of pay information furnished 
them by the departments and then to 
have frequent executive meetings of 
the committee until a measure begins 
to take shape out of the discussions. 
Then, finally, hearings would be held, 
but only with a view to eliciting such 
information as the committee pre- 
viously determines it needs and to al- 
low whoever might not be in accord 
to the general view an opportunity to 
be heard. 


There is a rumor, accepted in many 
quarters as likely to be true, that the 
committee plans to speed up its re- 
port and then to recommend that its 
principles be embodied in the current 
appropriation bills now before the 
Houses of Congress. The Army sup- 
ply bill has passed the House and is 
now lying in the Senate Appropria- 
tions committee awaiting the return 
of Senator Reed, while the Navy sup- 
ply bill has not yet been reported out 
of the House Committee. 


Hoover Statement 


President Hoover’s newest admoni- 
tion that Con S must economize on 
its appropriations is seen as a repeti- 
tion of his former general warnings 
and not to be taken as opposition to 
any particular measure. In view of his 
interest in the pay situation (as evi- 
denced by the report of the Bureau of 
Efficiency, which he had made for his 
personal information) and his support 
of the pay investigation made by Con- 
gress, it is not thought likely that he 
will embarrass the committee before 
it even gets its task underway. 

His warning, made at the conclusion 
of a statement on the status of Fed- 
eral finances, was “The _ situation 
clearly calis for most rigid economy 
and deferment of even otherwise al 
fiable expenditures by both the legis- 
lative and executive departments.”

The report as adopted concluded as 
follows: 


“In considering the recommendations 
made by the Interdepartmental Pay 
Board, weight must be given to the 
large increase in the cost of living that 
has come since 1908. The U. S. Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics indicates that 
the present cost of living is some 170 
per cent of the cost of living in 1913. 
Exact figures are not at hand, but the 
cost of living in 1908 was probably 
less rather than more than in 1913. 
This increased cost of living must be 
faced by the members of the Army, the 
Navy, an dother associated services as 
well as by persons in civil life. A fur- 
ther fact of much significance is found 
in the increasing difficulty which the 
Government encounters in retaining 
good men in the service.

The Board 
was composed of men selected for this 
special duty by their respective de- 
 eotmageo or bureaus, and their report 

ars evidence of serious and intelli- 
gent It is impracticable for 
your Executive Committee to express 
judgment in detail upon these recom- 
mendations, and it does not attempt to 
do so. It recognizes that before the 
Board’s recommendations can be en- 
acted into law they must and should be 
subjected to a careful scrutiny by the 
Congress, and that a departure from 
the recommendations at some _ points 
may prove to be warranted. It re- 
mains, however, that the officers and 
members of the Army, Navy and other 
services represented in the Interde- 
partmental Board are inadequately 
paid, and that the whole situation 
should be carefully studied by Con- 
gress with a view to remedial legisla- 
tion. 

“In accordance with these conclu- 
sions, your Executive Committee sub- 
mits the following resolutions:

Naval Conference 


(Continued from First Page) | 
will be required to build up a “Parity 
Navy.” 

Recent estimates in London dis- 
patches that placed the cost of parity 
at more than a billion dollars are 
warmly “discredited” in official circles, 
which in turn is putting out claims of 
hundreds of millions saved by the 
agreement on battleships. 

Actually any estimates on the cost 
of the increases needed or on the sav- 
ings effected by the elimination of 
three battleships and the postpone- 
ment of replacing the older capital 
ships are apt to be misleading unless 
comparisons are carefully made and 
predicated on the same basis. As a 
matter of fact it is pretty generally 
accepted that the battleship agree- 
ment could have been reached without 
the trouble and expense of a confer- 
ence with its attendant friction. No 
objection has been raised to the cur- 
tailment of the number or the exten- 
sion of the age limits to avoid replace- 
ments until 1936. 


It now appears that four of the fif- 
teen 10,000-ton cruisers, which were 
authorized last year after so bitter a 
fight, will not be built, but 70,000 tons 
of light cruisers, 135,000 tons of de- 
stroyers, 30,000 tons of submarines and 
9,000 tons of airplane carriers will 
have to be built by the United States 
if the authorized replacements are 
promptly made and the Navy is built up 
to treaty strength. The cost of this 
will run well up toward a billion dol- 
lars. 

_ While there is a tendency, and jus- 
tification can be found for it, to belit- 
tle the accomplishments of the London 
Conference, and admittedly Japan has 
driven a hard bargain and come out 
ahead, our Navy will be better off 
than before provided Congress will get 
right down to business and authorizes 
and provides funds for the ships need- 
ed to bring it up to the strength our 
delegates have agreed on. 

Compared to the vast sums that 
should have been spent in new con- 
struction and replacements had the 
conference failed, the funds required 
for the new navy show a big reduction. 
If the money and authorizations are 
forthcoming the Navy can be standard- 

and made more effective and pow- 
erful than was possible under the old 
hand-to-mouth existence. 

A set program of construction should 
be worked out, additional enlisted per- 
sonnel provided and the naval organi- 
zation given an opportunity to make 
the fleet as modern and as nearly 100 
Per cent efficient as possible.

THE ARMY AND 


Lt. ‘Williams Testifies 
HEARINGS were instituted this week 

on the Senate resolution asking for 
an investigation of the conditions per- 
taining to the development of fast pur- 
suit and bombing planes of the Navy 
as compared to those of other nations. 

Asst. Secretary of the Navy Ingalls 
and Lt. Al Williams testified before the 
subcommittee of the Naval Affairs 
Committee, headed by Senator Tydings, 
author of the resolution. Secretary In- 
galls told the committee that the Navy 
Department had given Lt. Williams 
every possible bit of cooperation in the 
development of his Mercury racing 
plane, and it was only after they had 
become convinced that nothing further 
could be done with the plane that the 
order was issued assigning him to sea 
duty. 

Testifying on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day, Lt. Williams stated that he had 
been forced to resign from the Navy, 
as he felt duty bound to continue his 
work on high-speed planes in view of 
the money invested in the project. An 
additional year would be required to 
finish rebuilding his racer, he related, 
and if he had gone to sea it would 
have been useless for him to attempt 
to resume his work after three years 
because of the rapid development of 
the high-speed airplane in other coun- 
tries. 

Later on during the hearing Lt. Wil- 
liams stated that the future of high- 
speed competition lies with private in- 
terests and not with the Government. 
It is no more a part of the Govern- 
ment’s function to participate in speed 
flying than it is to participate in inter- 
national automobile contests, he said. 

Telling of his efforts to enter his 
racing plane in the Schneider Cup 
races, he said that he wanted to take 
the plane to England, though knowing 
it was heavier than it should be. He 
said he did not know it was as over- 
weight as it actually was. 

If it would not fly when at the start- 
ing line of the race, he said he intend- 
ed to crash it so that no one would ever 
know that it would not fly. 

Secretary Ingalls told the committee 
that the fact that the plane was over- 
weight was entirely on the shoulders 
of Williams, as he was in charge of 
the project and was solely responsible. 
The order sending him to sea was is- 
sued only after he personally had gone 
to Philadelphia, and was convinced 
after looking over the situation that 
there was no use continuing work on 
the Mercury, the Secretary stated. 

It was revealed for the first time 
that Lt. Williams himself had asked to 
be sent to sea on two occasions, the 
last time in October, 1929, and letters 
from Williams to this effect were sub- 
mitted to the committee. 

Not only has the Navy Department 
offered Lt. Williams every bit of co- 
operation in the development of his 
racing plane, Mr. Ingalls said, but has 
actually spent more money on the 
plane than the private company organ- 
ized by Lt. Williams to finance the 
project, “This private company is said 
to have contributed approximately 
$90,000 toward construction of the 
plane,” the Secretary told the commit- 
tee. “The Navy Department spent ap- 
proximately $104,000 to develop the 
engine used in that plane and $70,000 
in the designing and construction of 
pontoons and other equipment, so that 
the support from the Department was 
almost twice that of the private com- 
pany.” 

The Navy also contributed all of the 
personnel to handle the project and 
gave Williams practically unlimited op- 
portunity to carry on the work, he tes- 
tified. A fund of $25,000 has been set 
aside to study the entire racing situa- 
tion and determine what part the Navy 
should play in the future, he revealed. 

American military planes in general 
are equal to any fighting planes in the 
world, Ingalls told the committee. He 
said that he feels that racing planes 
of great value to the Navy and that 
much can be learned from them and 
applied to the construction of military 
planes. 

Following the hearing on Thursday, 
the committee adjourned to Wednesday 
next, when a meeting will be held in 
executive session, at which information 
dealing with the comparative values 
of American and foreign planes as to 
all phases of flying will be brought be- 
fore the Senators.

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New Type of Field Wire 


FTER a number of years of study 

and experiment, the Signal Corps 
technical staff has recently completed 
the design, development and prelim- 
inary test of a new type of wire for 
portable field use that, it is hoped, 
will take the place of both the heavy 
and light types now issued and pro- 
vide a better all around wire for field 
telephone and telegraph communica- 
tion. 


The Signal Corps supplies wire of 
different types to the Army for com- 
munication purposes. That supplied 
to the combat branches for laying 
quickly on the ground to provide com- 
munication within the division is, at 
present, of two types, a heavy insu- 
lated wire laid from horse or motor 
drawn vehicles and a lighter insulated 
wire laid by hand or from hand-drawn 
vehicles. 


The new type of wire (called field 
wire, type W-110) possesses high ten- 
sile strength and insulation, light 
weight and flexibility and when lying 
flat on the ground will successfully 
withstand considerable abrasion caused 
by passing vehicles, trampling by 
horses or men, or other abuse. Because 
of its lighter weight and decreased 
volume per mile, relatively larger 
amounts of the new type of wire can 
be transported and put on reels than 
was possible with the old type of heavy 
field wire. This new wire is generally 
considered to be a valuable improve- 
ment in the Signal equipment of the 
Army, and the Secretary of War has 
approved the purchase of a quantity 
of it that will permit extended field 
tests pending adoption as a standard 
of issue to the Service.

WOULD CONVERT OLD DESTROYERS 
RANSFORMATION of obsolete Navy destroyers into motor barges, capable 
of carrying freight from “Chicago to the Sea” and thence to foreign ports 
without transshipment enroute, is being advocated under a plan drawn by Rear 
Adm. Colby M. Chester, USN-Ret. 

“The Government is about to scrap some 55 old Navy destroyers,” Adm. 
Colby explains, “and there will be about an equal number, too ancient to use 
in war service, laid up at Peekskill, N. Y., and other ports on the Atlantic 
Coast, which, according to estimates I have received, could be Dieselized and 
converted into sea going freighters, or ‘tramps’ at something like an amount 
of $100,000. Nearly all of our Atlantic Coast canal system will soon allow for 
the passage of vessels drawing 12 feet of water, while upon a 9-foot draft the 
Jenkins class of destroyers can practically pass from Pittsburgh, Cairo and St. 
Louis to the Panama Canal with a number of ports of refuge under their lee 
at all times.” 

The project, it is understood, already has received the approval of two 
past chairmen of the Shipping Board and is considered likely to meet with favor 
by the present members of the board as well as by a number of members of 
Congress and industrial men.

(THE purchase of additional land at 
the Naval Air Station at Seattle, 
Washington, as proposed in H. R. 9231, 
does not meet with the approval of 
the Navy Department. ;

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PRAISE for the work of the Reserve 
Officers’ Association of the United 
States was given by Assistant Secre- 
tary of War F. Trubee Davison in an 
address before the reserve officers of 
the association in New York City. 

Mr. Davison’s address follows: 

“Tt is stimulating to take part in a 
gathering, the outstanding character- 
istic of which is intelligently applied 
patriotism. One of the greatest com- 
rege attendant on participation 

our government is the opportunity 
te make contact with, and to receive 
the wholehearted cooperation of such 
an organization as the Reserve Of- 
ficers’ Association of the United 
States. We who are associated with 
the War Department are keenly ap- 
preciative of all that you have done, 
and of all that you are doing, both na- 
tionally and here in New York, in set- 
ting up an effective and country-wide 
system of national defense. We have 
had the realization borne home upon 
us that, generally speaking, member- 
ship in your Association is clear cut 
evidence of the individual’s whole- 
hearted assumption of all his obliga- 
tions as an officer of the Army of the 
United States. It gives us great com- 
fort to know that there are 20,000 of 
you, banded together not from per- 
sonal motives, not to promote the in- 
terests of individuals, but rather to 
further the welfare of the nation. 
Your efforts are especially commend- 
able because they have been inaugu- 
rated by those who have already dis- 
tinguished themselves in the war-time 
service of their country, who gave 
without stint when America had need 
of their services, and who now give 
freely of their time and of their en- 
ergy when further opportunities for 
service are presented to them. 

“It is with considerable diffidence 
that I venture advice to you have done 
so much spontaneously on behalf of 
the Reserve officer. At the same time 
there exists one problem which I be- 
lieve merits a degree of emphasis at 
this time. There is, of course, noth- 
ing organically wrong with the Of- 
ficers’ Reserve Corps. Its enrollment 
is over 87,000, and about 75,000 of 
these are on active status. It consti- 
tutes a reservoir of ability, of train- 
ing, of intelligence, and of patriotism 
— is unsurpassed anywhere in the 
world. 


“But the maintenance of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps at is present standards 
and its steady improvement in effi- 
ciency are matters for constant 
thought and activity. Without preju- 
dice to the other valuable sources from 
which the Army obtains Reserve of- 
ficers, we must recognize that the bulk 
of our junior officers is drawn from 
the Reserve Officers Training Corps. 
In the past five years they have fur- 
nished us with more than 27,000 ac- 
cessions. Unfortunately, there exists 
a regrettable if not vital wastage in 
this body. The material of which they 
are composed is superb, but we are 
losing these young men at a rate 
which must give us all deep concern. 
During the past two years, approxi- 
mately eleven thousand R. O. T. C. 
graduates have come into the Reserve 
Corps, but we have lost about 30 per 
cent of that number. The reasons are 
not hard to find. The exactions of busi- 
ness and professional life into which 
these boys enter on graduation, and 
the struggle to succeed, combined with 
a natural desire for amusement and 
recreation after working hours, cause 
these young men to neglect their mili- 
tary work and, consequently, fail to 
qualify for promotion, and thus pass 
to the inactive list or drift away from 
the service. 

“These conditions are really serious 
and a way must be found to keep these 
young men in the Reserve Corps. It 
will require the united efforts of the 
War Department, Co Area Com- 
manders and their staffs, and Reserve 
officers throughout the country. The 
work must begin with Regular Army 
officers on duty at our colleges, who 
shold be thoroughly familiar with all 
matters co ing the Reserve Corps, 
and should use their influence to 
cause their R. O. T. C. students to come 
into the Reserves, and give at least a 
part of their time and continue the 
work for which they have received so 
excellent a foundation in college. Co 
Areas Commanders should kee 


close and sympathetic contact with the 
presidents and faculties in our R. O. 
T. C. colleges, and take every oppor- 


tunity to show a personal interest in 
the welfare of the 0. T. C. students 
and impress upon them the fact that 
they will form the Reserve Co: of 
tomorrow on which we will rely in 
t measure for our National De- 
ense. 
“After these young graduates come 


into the Reserve Corps, this personal

ROCEDURE in reporting “service 

ice charges” against ROTC, CMTC, 
and Organized Reserves, for use of 
supplies, equipment, and material at 
training camps, was recently prescribed 
by the War Department. 

It is anticipated that the War De- 
partment Appropriation Act will again 
contain authorization for reimburse- 
ment of the service branches of the 
War Department for the use of sup- 
plies, equipment, and material by civil- 
ian components at training camps this 
summer. 

The governing idea is that this 
property must be maintained in serv- 
iceable condition and for such uses as 
the civilian components make of it, 
they shall be charged the amounts 
necessary to restore it to the condi- 
tion it was in when taken over for 
use by the component concerned. Set- 
tlement of “service charges” are made 
directly with the several Chiefs of 
Services in Washington by The Adju- 
tant General for the ROTC, CMTC and 
Organized Reserves, based on reports 
submitted by the field.

Schofield Barracks (Special)—The

Tear Gas Candle 


HE successful use of tear gas in 

quelling prison riots has resulted 
in great interest by prison authorities . 
in this chemical agent which does its 
work without causing injury. This 
has caused requests for a tear gas de- 
vice which immediately will produce 
a gas cloud of high concentration. 

To meet this demand the Chemical 
Warfare Service of the Army has de- 
veloped a universal fast burning tear 
gas candle, which will produce an ef- 
fective gas concentration so quickly 
that a rioter will be made helpless 
immediately. The fast burning 
candles are used in the same manner 
as a grenade but differ from the lat- 
ter in that they have a larger capacity, ° 
and the tear gas is generated with al- 
most explonive violence. Thus the gas 
gets into the air with no delay and in 
great volume. Two dozen of these 
candles recently have been sent to Gov- 
ernors Island for test. 

The older grenades were somewhat 
slow in ignition and the gas was gen- 
erated slowly. The fast burning 
candle ignites so rapidly after leav- 
ing the hand that by the time it hits 
the ground it is giving off its fumes 
in great quantities. The test of these 
candles will be watched with greatest 
interest not only by the Army but by 
civil authorities, who agree that tear 
gas is a most effective and humane 
method of quelling riots and similar 
disturbances. 


S-4. Memorial

MPHERE CAN BE NO satisfaction for Congressman McClintic, of Oklahoma, 

in the difference of opinion between him and his constituents on the question 
of the proposed pay increase for the regular Services. That difference was 
established by his own action; for he presented his views in opposition to the 
resolution adopted by the Oklahoma State Chamber of Commerce, and the Sec- 
retary of that Chamber, responding to the telegram of the Army and Navy 
Journal, reexpressed the reasons responsible for the approval of the resolution. 
Thus, on the one hand, we have a politician, whose attitude throughout his 
Congressional career has been essentially pacifistic and consequently opposed 
to the efficiency of our national defense, and, on the other, glid, substantial 
business men, who are patriotically determined that that national defense shall 
be made as effective as possible. Between the two, it is not difficult to forecast 
who the country will follow. 





WE ARE GLAD THE incident occurred and particularly that it was precipitated 

by Mr. McClintic. We knew where he would stand; his conduct as a member 
of the House Naval Affairs Committee foreshadowed an effort on his part to 
do what he could to permit if not to accelerate the continuance of the break 
down of the morale of the officers and men who will be the first to offer their 
breasts to the bullets of a possible enemy. In the belief that he would appeal 
to the common people, he showed a bleeding heart for the enlisted man and 
attempted to establish the paucity of increase he would receive when compared 
to that proposed for the commissioned personnel. But he has found that the 
common people have more sense than he supposed. Chambers of Commerce 
are made up of representatives of the common people. They are men who 
usually by their own unaided efforts have risen from the ranks and have 
established themselves as the pillars of their communities. They are entitled 
to and enjoy the respect of those with whom they toiled and passed in the 
race of life. Such are the members of the Oklahoma State Chamber of Com- 
merce Mr. McClintic condemns. It is their judgment, in the final analysis, that 
the people will accept and Congress will enact; not that of a man whose salary 
of ten thousand dollars a year and emoluments belonging to the office he happens 
to fill and not to the steady, earnest upbuilding of business ability. 





ANOTHER THING THE McClintic incident establishes is that the total amount 

of the proposed increase gives no fright to our business leaders. They 
have to go into the open market and hire men at a salary which will atJract 
those men. When they get good subordinates, they keep them, no matter what 
salary they have to pay. A business organization makes every effort to retain 
its experienced personnel, for it is through that personnel that it achieves and 
continues success. What is true of such, organizations, as these lexders wisely 
recognize, is true of the Army and the Navy. Those Services, too, are business 
organizations. The suceess they win is not dollars and cents but efficiency to 
protect the men who make the dollars and cents. That efficiency depends solely 
upon the character of the personnel. If the personnel be constantly changing, 
if good men leave it for other spheres of activity, then the purpose of its exist- 
ence, the profit which the country gains, no longer exists. It is these reflections 
which move Chambers ot Commerce to insist upon adequate pay, so that able, 
strong men can be retained in the national defense establishments. We recom- 
mend this line of reasoning to Mr. McClintic. 





NDICATIVE OF THE influence enjoyed by Representative W. Frank James 
is the way in which he is being consulted, in spite of the severe illness which 
keeps him abed. There are matters of pressing moment to the military establish- 
ment, and these will be disposed of by the House Committee, under the acting 
chairmanship of Mr. Ransley. Those relating to promotion and the like, where 
the wide knowledge and sound judgment of the actual head of the Committee will 
prove invaluable, will be left until the Michigan solon is back in office. We are 
told Mr. James is recovering and that he will be out in a month. By that time, 
Congress will be on the eve of adjournment, and the summer and fall recess 
will enable him to regain his strength, and be ready to exert his influence in 
behalf of the pay bill which will be reported next winter by the Joint Congres- 
sional Commission. We know we express the views of the Service when we 
urge Mr. James to husband his strength; the short session will require intense 
activity on his part and he should be ready to exert it. 





WE ARE AMUSED BY the text of the agreement reached at Londan restricting 

submarine warfare. The Washington conference absolutely condemned the 
use of this class of ships as commerce destroyers, and described the officers and 
men so acting as pirates. France, which was one of the ardent propagandists 
against submarines during the World War, declined to ratify this declaration, 
because of Germany’s weakness and her strength in these vessels. The new 
agreement permits the submarines to act as commerce destroyers provided the 
passengers and crew of the merchant ship attacked be put in a place of safety. 
Ships’ boats are not to be regarded as such a place “unless the safety of the 
passengers and crew are assured in the existing sea and weather conditions, by 
the proximity of land or the presence of another vessel.” Imagine the dispute 
that will arise between the submarine commander and passengers and crews 
put in boats relative to the safety of the sea and the weather conditions at the 
time. What reams of propaganda will be emitted against the sub. Again, the 
submarine commander may claim the proximity of the shore as justifiéation for 
putting passengers in small boats. What will the passengers and crew say? 
Moreover, what neutral nation, unless a vessel under its flag be attacked, will 
go to the extent of fighting to enforce the London agreement? We want human- 
ity protected in time of war as far as possible, but agreements with loopholes in 
them, such as that relating to submarines, only make for disputes and not for 
the safeguarding of non-combatant life.

School for New Orleans 
. ESTABLISHMENT of a nautical 
school at New Orleans is author- 
ized by a bill which passed the Senate 
April 8. By the terms of the méasure, 
which goes to the House for their ap- 
proval, the Secretary of the Navy may 
furnish a naval vessel with full equip- 
ment, charts, and navigation instru- 
ments. 

An annual appropriation of $25,000 
for the maintenance of the school 
which must be established by the state 
of Louisiana is provided, and the state 
must annually appropriate a like sum. 

Assignment of naval officers as in- 
structors and as superintendent is also 





provided by the bill. 





Pass Claims Bill 


THE House on April 4 passed H. 
R. 3527, which directs the Comp- 
troller General to credit the accounts 
of certain officers of the Army and au- 
thorizes the payment out of the Treas- 
ury of certain other payments made 
by Army personnel. 
Upon the objection of Representa- 
tive Collins, the provision in the bill 
allowing the payment to Col. Ear!

INTRA CADET SPORTS START. 

West Point (Special)— The Spring 
compulsory intra-mural athletic pro- 
gram of the US Military Academy 
here, went into effect on April 10, upon 
orders issued by Maj. n. W. R. 
Smith, superintendent. 

Instruction in seven different sports 
will be given the 1200 cadets with ap- 
proximately 30 officers and 40 cadets, 
members of Varsity teams or first 
classmen, acting as coaches. Lt. C. E. 
Byers, master of the sword, has been 
placed in charge of this activity and 
will have about 600 cadets in athletic 
uniforms each afternoon. 

The schedule as laid out includes 
baseball, track, soccer, swimming, polo, 
tennis and golf. The entire Corps of 
Cadets, less those on Spring Varsity 
athletic squads, will be divided among 
these seven sports although intramural 
golf will be restricted to members of 
the graduating class.

“Hazard” Strafing in Camp 


Presidio of San Francisco (Special) 
—The 30th Infantry on April 1 under- 
went an exercise designed to provide 
training in marching and camping in 
the presence of hostile aircraft. - Pro- 
tection from hostile air attack was pro- 
vided by adopting a march formation 
which for the entire regiment, includ- 
ing trains, covered a distance of 4500 
yards, and by the full utilization of 
available cover and concentrated fire 
on enemy aircraft whenever they ap- 
peared. Officers of the regiment were 
detailed as observers in the planes from 
Crissy Field designated as enemy 
planes, and these officers were of the 
opinion that the defensive formation 
of the regiment on the march would 
leave it very difficult for attack planes 
to inflict many casualties on the col- 
umn. 

After marching for five miles the 
regiment encamped and an outpost was 
established on the high ground over- 
looking Baker’s Beach, at the entrance 
to San Francisco Bay. In camp anti- 
aircraft protection was provided by the 
use of air guards and a system of sig- 
nals for warning against the approach 
of enemy aircraft. Units were scat- 
tered to minimize the effect of machine 
gun fire and bombs from planes and 
full utilization was made of cover and 





all means of camouflage.

Plan Elaborate Horse Show 


Ft. Snelling (Special)—Listing 36 
separate classes with purses amounting 
to $3,450.00, prize lists for the sec- 
ond annual military and civilian horse 
show to be held at Ft. Snelling May 
30, 31 and June 1 have been recently 
distributed, to horsemen of the North- 
west. Col. W. C. Sweeney, command- 
ing officer, also announced that a per- 
manent organization of interested 
horsemen of the Twin Cities and Ft. 
Snelling officers has been formed to 
make the horse show an annual event 
to rank with the largest outdoor horse 
show in the country.

E. C. Morton, treasurer; and 
Capt. E. N. Frakes, secretary. Mem- 
bers of the executive committee include 
Col. A. M. Graham, Capt. J. A. Boy- 
ers, Lt. Col. Bernard Lentz, and Maj. 

The membership of the 
association, Col. Sweeney said, in- 
cludes 150 of the prominent horse ewn- 
ers of the Twin Cities, Ft.

The new association has 
been granted membership in the Asso- 
ciation of American Horse Shows, Inc., 
with headquarters in New York and 
will be conducted under the rules and 
with the official patronage of the na- 
tional association. 

The 36 classes announced for this 
year’s show include three $500.00 
stages, one for three gaited saddle 
horses, one for five gaited saddle 
horses and a hunter stake. Other 
purses range from $35.00 to $135.00 
in each class.

Public Works Bill Passes 


HE Senate on April 7 passed the 

Navy public works bill, S. 549, pro- 
viding: for construction projects at 
various naval stations, totaling $10,- 
000,000. The measure now goes to the 
House. 

Over $2,006,000 of this amount is to 
be spent at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, $1,- 
700,000 being allotted to waterfront and 
harbor development, $100,000 for offi- 
cers’ quarters and $290,000 for other 
construction at the submarine base. 
The naval air station will receive a 
new hangar at a cost of $224,000 and 
a torpedo storage plant costing $25,000. 

Bachelor officers’ quarters will be 
built at the naval air station, Coco Solo, 
at a cost of $120,000, as well as an air- 
craft-overhaul shop costing $90,000. 
Other projects in the Canal Zone are: 
naval base, commandant’s quarters, 
$35,000, and officers’ quarters, $58,- 
000; submarine base, Coco Solo, offi- 
cers’ quarters, $240,000. . 

The projects at San Diego are as fol- 
lows: naval training station, mess hall 
and galley, for enlisted men, $173,500, 
and barracks for enlisted men, $348,- 
000; naval air station, metal aircraft 
structure shop, $130,000; gymnasium 
and welfare building, $150,000, seven 
land-plane hangars, $275,000; naval 
station, small floating dry dock, $425,- 
000. 

Mare Island Navy Yard under this 
bill will receive $195,000 for barracks 
and mess hall for submarine crews, and 
a $240,000 battery storage and over- 
haul building. At the Puget Sound 
Navy Yard the projects are as follows: 
accessories and crane, $1,310,000; equip- 
ment house, $100,000; storehouse, $125,- 
000. The Philadelphia Navy Yard will 
be allotted dry dock equipment cost- 
ing $10,000. : 

An administration building will be 
built at the naval air station at Hamp- 
ton Roads costing $200,000 and a $600,- 
000 barracks and mess hall is provided 
for the training station. Construction 
at Anacostia will total $300,000, con- 
sisting of a new heating plant, offices, 
barracks and mess hall. Lakehurst 
will receive quarters for married offi- 
cers costing $90,000, a $200,000 gas cell 
shop and storage building, and a $250,- 
000 barracks. The Norfolk Navy Yard 
gets $65,000 for additional land and 
dredging. 

An allottment of $1,450,000 for bar- 
racks and roads at: Quantico is made, 
as well as $500,000 for grading the 
flying field. Other expeditures author- 
ized at Quantico are $35,000 for the 
laying of underground wires, and $15,- 
000 for additional land for the aviation 
field. 

Authorization to acquire a site for 
the- naval air station at Sumay and 
the: naval station at Piti, Guam, is 
contained in the bill. For this purpose 
$9,000 is provided. The Secretary of 
the: Navy is authorized to dispose of 
the former naval hospital at Kev West 


and the former radio station at Marsh- ' 


field, Oregon, and to exchange certain 
land in San Diego and Boston harbor.

PAYING FOR WARS 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
HY should the Army and Navy pay 
for the war? 

The regular Services of the United 
States are professional military men 
maintained at the expense of the State 
to fight its battles. That they are so 
maintained should not warrant the as- 
sumption that war is a delight to them. 
On the other hand they, by training 
and study, are much more cognizant 
of its horrors than the average civil- 


jan. 

Naturally, being the first to suffer 
through lack of strength and equip- 
ment in war they are ardent advo- 
cates of sufficient strength and ade- 
quate equipment. It is life assurance 
for them. 

For this endeavor to protect the na- 
tion, their first duty, and incidentally 
themselves, from the dangers of war, 
they are abused and reviled as self- 
seekers of personal gain at public ex- 
pense. 

A member of the Armed Forces for 
this reason hesitates to demand any- 
thing which may rebound to his own 
personal advantage, and it is only 
when conditions reach such a state 
that they border on the unendurable, 
that personal needs are put forward 
by them as they are in the proposed 
Pay Bill. 

The Government of the United States 
has endeavored sincerely to reduce the 
strain of paying for the last war on 
the people in general of the United 
States. They have succeeded in doing 
so to the extent of allowing the aver- 
age citizen to purchase and use more 
necessities and luxuries with his in- 
come than he could before the war. 

In order to do this it has been neces- 
sary to reduce the ordinary cost of 
government to as low a figure as prac- 
tical. This seems reasonable, as re- 
gards cost of equipment, provided the 
risk involved in reducing the assurance 
of national safety is in accordance 
with the will of the people. 

What is not just, however, is that 
the personnel of the Armed Forces 
should be required to bear such a large 
share in the reduction. 

Excess income of the Government 
has gone in the past largely to the re- 
duction of income tax. None of it has 
gone to balance the loss in purchasing 
power of the Service man’s income, 
which is admittedly but 52% of its 
proper value, as determined by Con- 
gress in 1908. 

The only reason for the failure to 
increase Service pay is that the money 
is needed to reduce war debts. We 
did not make these debts and yet we 
are paying almost 50% of the income 
justly due us, as determined by Con- 
gress in 1908, for the reduction of war 
debts for which the average citizen 
contributes only his income tax per- 
centage.

answered and at this late date authori- 
ties here do not expect an answer. Of 
course, this letter does not suggest a 
compromise, but it does plainly indi- 
Cate that the Army is ready to over- 
look the renunciation of the 1926 con- 
tract and resume athletic relations. - 





Another paragraph of your article 
deals with the financial support of ath- 
letics at both academies and states that 
especially at the Naval Academy the 
sports campaign is supported by offi- 
cers throughout the Service through 
payment of annual dues. This is 
equally true at West Point, but the 
annual dues is materially supplemented 
by football receipts. The Army team 
is extremely popular throughout the 
entire country and last year at six 
games stadiums were filled to capac- 
ity. The financial receipts of these 
games have made possible the great 
expansion of athletics at the Military 
Academy. 

The Corps of Cadets has been quite 
satisfied with the present state of 
affairs. There has never been a re- 
quest for an Army-Navy game from 
them, though if the matter were put 
to‘ vote I have no doubt they would 
vote to play the Navy under the same 
conditions we have always played and 
under which we play all institutions 
over the whole country. In other words, 
the Corps of Cadets has been a staunch 
supporter of the policy we have always 
enunciated of equal opportunity for 
every cadet. 

As a closing thought may I call 
your attention to the fact that one of 
the definitions of the word “compro- 
mise” is “to adjust or settle by mutual 
concessions.” The Navy has made no 
concessions and every suggestion pro- 
posed by them calls for the surrender 
to some degree of our principal of 
equality of opportunity for every 
cadet.

Under present regulations an en- 
listed man can only submit application 
for government life insurance within 
120 days of date of his entry into the 
service. This works a hardship on 
many men in various ways. As a good 
example, I give the following  hypo- 
thetical instance: 

Corporal A is married, but cannot 
afford to carry insurance. He is re- 
enlisted April 1, 1930, and on Septem- 
ber 1, 1930, is promoted to Staff Ser- 
geant, whereupon he feels that he can 
then afford to have insurance to pro- 
tect his family. However, he cannot 
apply for same as more than 120 days 
have elapsed since his entry on the 
new enlistment but must wait until 
April 1, 1933, the date on which he 


will enter into another 120-day eligible | 


period. This means that not only must 
he pay higher premiums for his in- 
creased age, but also that for 2 years 
and 8 months his family has been un- 
protected by insurance. 

Is not this rather a stupid provision 
of the law and does it not appear to 
defeat the object of U. S. Government 
life insurance? Rather the law and 
regulations should be amended to make 
it easy for a man to carry protection 


for himself and family.

HERETOFORE the towing of tar-

Gen. Gillmore Talks On AC 





the Air Corps is as necessary as 
team work between the other branches 
of the Army, Brig. Gen. William E. 
Gillmore, assistant chief of the Air 
Corps, said in an address’ delivered at 
a dinner April 3 given by the Sacra- 
mento Chamber of Commerce to press 
representatives covering the Air Corps 
field exercises at Mather Field. Gen. 
Gillmore gave a brief outline of the 
plans and purposes of military avia- 
tion. The general is commanding the 
provisional wing of 135 combat planes 
of various types participating in the 
maneuvers. 

“If the Air Corps is to be effective 
in war,” Gen. Gillmore said, “its com- 
bat aviation—pusuit, attack and bom- 
bardment—must operate and work as 
a well-trained team. We are all con- 
versant with the necessity which ex- 
ists for the different branches of the 
ground army, or the different elements 
of a fleet at sea, to act in the closest 
harmony, cooperation and coordination, 
but I don’t believe that it is univers- 
ally appreciated that the four branches 
of the Air Corps—Pursuit, Attack, 
Bombardment and Observation—must 
be trained in its operating element, the 
air, to gain this harmony, cooperation 
and coordination to an even greater de- 
gree than is probably necessary for the 
armies on the -ground or fleets at sea. 

“It can be readily seen that, with 
our units located at stations widely 
separated from each other, it is prac- 
tically impossible to carry on any con- 
certed joint training, particularly as 
each group has its own training to 
carry out in addition to numerous

Practically the only way 
this can be obtained is to concentrate 
them as we are now doing at Mather 
Field, where their sole duty is to per- 
fect themselves in the tactics of their 
own branch, as well as in combination 
with others. 

“Another factor that is a prime ne- 
cessity to the Air Corps is the future 
development of equipment. The per- 
formance of the airplane is constantly 
improving. It is only through joint 
operations that the absolute necessity 
of developing increased speed, climb or 
weight-carrying capacity in planes of 
various types and other factors which 
will determine success or failure in 
time of war, can be définitely deter- 
mined.”

It is up to the yonnger 
married ones to seek a remedy. 

The War Department arrangement 
to cover funeral expenses for the serv- 
ice fits Washington, D. C., and Arling- 
ton, but comes far from being satis- 
factory to those in the field.

The general then took up each bill 
in turn, explaining to the committee 
the reason for urging action on the 
measure. He did not complete the list 
and at the close of the hearing was 
asked to hold himself in readiness to 
return at a date to be set later. 


With the Muscle Shoals subject now 
before the committee it is probable 
there will be no further consideration 
of general subjects until some measure 
affecting this project which has been 
before the committee for so many 
ears is reported. S. J. Res. 9, the 

orris bill for Government operation 
was referred to the committee by the 

ouse soon after it was received from 
the Senate. Hearings on the subject 
were conducted on Thursday and Fri- 
day and the committee has agreed to 
go into executive session on Tuesday 
when it is likely the meeting will be 
devoted to considering the policy to be 
followed in working out a bill to re- 
port to the House, whether it be the 
Norris bill for Government operation, 
amendments or a substitute. Under 
such circumstances it is probably that 
other legislation will be delayed and 
the priority program of the War De- 
partment will not be taken up again 
until after the Muscle Shoals measure 
is out of the committee. 


The letter of the Department sign- 
ed by Acting Secretary of War Tru- 
bee Davison is as follows: 

April 7, 1930. 
Honorable W. Frank James, 
Chairman, Committee on Military Affairs, 
House of Representatives. 
Dear Mr. James: 


Having in mind existing conditions af- 
fecting the prospective enactment of legis- 
lation during the present session of Con- 
gress, I am submitting for your considera- 
tion the following bills initiated by the 
War Department now pending in the 
House. The bills are arranged in the order 
of priority assigned by the department: 

1. H. R. 1665, To authorize appropria- 
tions for construction at military posts and 
for other purposes. 

_2. H. R. 8159, To authorize appropria- 
tion for construction at the United States 
Military Academy, West Point, New York; 
Fort Lewis, Washington; Fort Benning, 
Georgia; and for other purposes. 

3. H. R. 4501, To authorize funds for 
the construction of a building at Fort Sam 
Houston. 

4. H. R. 3150, To authorize the Secre- 
tary of War or the Secretary of the Navy 
to withhold the pay of officers, warrant 
officers, and nurses of the Army, Navy, or 
Marine Corps to cover indebtedness to the 
United States under certain conditions. 

5. H.R. 7505, To authorize the construc- 
tion of a sea wall at Fort Randolph, Pan- 
ama Canal. 

6. H. R. 8160, To authorize appropria- 
tion for construction -at Fort Snelling, 
Minnesota, and Camp Devens, Massachu- 
setts, and for other purposes. 

7. H. R. 11101, To amend the Act of 
May 29, 1928, pertaining to certain War 
Department contracts by repealing the ex- 
piration date of that Act. 


8 H. R. 11276, To provide for reim- 
bursement of appropriations for expendi- 
tures made for the upkeep and mainten- 
ance of property of the United States 
under control of the Secretary of War, 
used or occupied under license, permit, or 
lease.

Stafford Holds Up Award 

(CpBJECTION was raised to the con- 

sideration of the bill awarding a 
Medal of Honor to Capt. Edward 
Rickenbacker in the House April 4, 
by Representative Stafford, and in 
blocking the measure Mr. Stafford 
made it clear that no bills granting 
medals would be allowed to go through 
until the Military Affairs Committee 
works out a new policy in regard to 
the award of medals. 

Mt. Stafford told the members who 
were interested in the Rickenbacker 
bill, the M. A. Committee is studying 
the problem looking to the prepara- 
tion of a general bill which would ex- 
tend the authority of the War De- 
partment to allow them to reconsider 
cases similar to that of Capt. Rick- 
enbacker. 

During the debate Gen. Summerall 
was quoted by Representative Stafford 
as saying that awards by Congress of 
special distinction detracted from the 
awards made under the usual proced- 
ure. 





Transfer to W. D. 

RANSFER of the Blythe Island, 
Ga., Naval Reservation to the War 
Department is provided by the terms 
of a bill introduced in the Senate this 
week by Senator George. The meas- 
ure, S. 4103, has been referred to the 

Committee on Naval Affairs.
